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DeROCCO  GIVES  LAST  WORDS 


President  Andrew  G.  DeRocco  outlined  his  feel- 
ings about  the  direction  of  the  university  and  what 
is  expected  for  the  future.  On  a  positive  note,  the 
President  feels  that  there  has  been  a  change  in  the 
attitude  of  the  students.  "Students  over  the  past 
four  years  have  become  more  serious  about  their 
academic  life,"  claimed  DeRocco.  "There  is 
much  more  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  both  stu- 
dents and  faculty.  There  is  much  more  dialogue 
and  debate  on  campus  that  there  used  to  be.  Stu- 
dents are  much  more  aware  than  before.  You  reach 
a  certain  level  where  test  scores  no  longer  mean 
anything.  Instead  it  is  attitudes  (that  distinguish 
the  quality  of  a  school).  That  is  why  I  feel  that 
change  in  attitude  has  been  so  important,"  DeR- 
occo further  explained.  The  president  was  also 
quick  to  point  out  that  the  reputation  of  the  school 
is  growing  in  leaps  and  bounds.  "Denison  is  now 
known  in  areas  of  the  country  where  it  was  pre- 
viously unknown.  In  Ohio  our  name  has  gradually 
been  gaining  more  and  more  respect,"  said  DeR- 
occo. The  growing  reputation  of  the  school  has 
allowed  the  university  to  be  more  selective  in  re- 
gard to  admissions.  One  criticism  the  president 
had  for  the  University  was  in  regard  to  the  whole 
governance  system.  "It  will  be  important  in  the 
future  to  examine  the  bodies  of  governance  and 
the  powers  that  are  delegated  to  each  group.  As  it 
stands  now  there  are  many  ambiguities,  so  what  we 
need  to  do  is  make  it  very  clear  where  authority 
lies.  This  will  eliminate  some  problems  of  the 
past,"  commented  DeRocco.  The  president  feels 
that  without  this  type  of  change  there  will  continue 
to  be  confusion  about  the  judicial  and  governance 
systems.  On  a  larger  scale,  the  president  saw  the 
declining  interest  of  the  Federal  Government  in 
higher  education  as  a  serious  threat  to  Denison's 
long  term  future.  "It  is  very  sad  that  this  is  the  case 
because  it  will  eventually  put  the  school  in  a  sit- 
uation where  it  can  accept  only  those  who  can  pay 
the  full  tuition.  It  just  doesn't  seem  fair  to  have  to 
reject  applicants  simply  because  of  the  amount 
their  parents  have  at  their  disposal,"  commented 
DeRocco.  Overall,  DeRocco  has  positive  reflec- 
tions on  his  years  at  Denison  and  the  improve- 
ments he  has  witnessed.

DeROCCO  SEES  POSITIVE  MOMENTUM 


The  start  of  the  1987-1988  school  year 
marks  the  beginning  of  Andrew  G.  DeR- 
occo's  fourth  year  as  Pesident  of  Denison 
University.  In  an  exclusive,  interview  with 
The  Denisonian,  Dr.  DeRocco  reflected  on 
his  four  years  at  Denison  and  expressed  his 
goal  for  the  future  saying  that  he  hoped  to 
maintain  a  relationship  between  students, 
faculty,  administration,  and  alumni  work- 
ing towards  the  betterment  of  the  Univer- 
sity. 

DeRocco  came  to  Denison  in  1985  be- 
cause he  saw  it  as  "a  school  on  the  edge  of 
important  changes."  He  commented  on  the 
fact  that  Denison  has  a  strong  academic 
tradition  with  a  number  of  successful  grad- 
uates, and  he  noted  that  one  of  the  reasons 
he  decided  to  accept  the  position  of  Pres- 
ident was  because  the  University's  national 
reputation  and  visibility  was  growing 
stronger  and  he  "wanted  to  be  a  part  of  it.  " 
"Denison  was  creating  an  environment  in 
which  the  whole  person  was  encouraged," 
he  said  commenting  on  Denison's  strong 
curricular,  co-curricular,  and  extra- 
curricular institutions.  "The  school  seemed 
anxious  to  make  sure  that  this  happened." 

He  added  that  he  "liked  the  challenge"  of 
helping  Denison  achieve  its  goal  of  fos- 
tering the  intellectual,  spirual,  and  physical 
growth  of  the  individual. 

DeRocco  cited  a  number  of  achievments 
he  felt  were  important  to  Denison  that  had 
occurred  during  his  four  years  here  includ- 
ing changes  in  the  academic  program,  the 
various  administrative  departments,  and 
the  campus  lifestyle  as  a  whole. 

He  cited  as  especially  important  the  fact 
that  students,  faculty,  administration  and 
alumni  are  "Working  more  closely  together 
in  looking  for  ways  to  make  Denison  bet- 
ter." DeRocco  called  this  working  relation- 
ship between  the  various  groups  associated 
with  Denison  a  "wonderful  partnership"  in 
which  "we  are  beginning  to  think  more  of 
each  other." 

The  strengthening  of  Denison's  academic 
departments  and  programs  was  also  a  ma- 
jor improvement  DeRocco  described.  He 
cited  such  example  as  the  restructuring  of 
the  honors  program  and  the  establishment 
of  a  classics  department. 

DeRocco  added  that  the  "current  engage- 
ment of  faculty  to  study  the  nature  of  the 
freshman  year"  was  also  important.  This 
involved  determining  how  the  University 
can  help  freshmen  become  aware  of  what 
they  can  expect  from  Denison,  and  what 
Denison  expects  from  them. 


Aside  from  studying  Freshmen,  faculty 
are  also  studying  their  own  departments 
and  curriculum  in  an  attempt  to  discover 
their  strengths,  weaknesses,  and  needs. 
DeRocco  called  this  significant  because  it 
helped  to  further  enhance  Denison's  ac- 
ademic life. 

Other  achievements,  not  solely  related  by 
DeRocco  as  beneficial  to  Denison's  growth. 
He  mentioned  the  Priorties  Council  as  im- 
portant for  "setting  the  campus  goals  and 
directions"  for  the  future. 

The  strength  of  the  Development  Office 
in  its  ability  to  raise  money  was  also  a 
positive  aspect  of  Denison.  "It  is  important 
for  them  to  sustain  good  levels  of  giving  by 
alumni  and  friends,"  said  DeRocco.  "It 
shows  that  these  people  have  a  strong  belief 
in  us.  Without  their  support,  we  would  be 
unable  to  make  Denison  what  it  is." 

DeRocco  also  noted  a  strong  positive  at- 
titude about  Denison  by  the  staff  in  the 
Admissions  Office.  "We  have  new  people 
who  are  cheerful,  optimistic,  and  project  a 
positive  image  of  Denison,"  he  said.  "The 
whole  admissions  picture  is  upbeat." 

"Basically  our  image  is  improving,"  said 
DeRocco  reflecting  upon  these  achiev- 
ments. He  added  that  the  recent  New  York 
Times  Guide  to  Colleges,  which  empha- 
sized that  strong  academically-minded 
school,  illustrates  that  people  at  Denison 
are  becoming  more  serious  about  educa- 
tion. "The  article  showed  that  there  are 
closet  intellectuals  at  Denison  who  are  fi- 
nally making  themselves  known,"  DeRocco 
said.  "Peoples  are  more  serious  about  their 
studies,  and  they  are  talking  about  it.  It  is 
no  longer  just  a  party  atomsphere." 

He  added  that  he  is  encouraged  because 
Denison  is  "becoming  better  knownand 
more  attractive."  The  increased  enrollment 
shows  that."  DeRocco  emphsized  that  it 
was  important  for  Denison  to  maintain  the 
strengths  it  had  achieved  over  the  last  four 
years  and  to  look  for  ways  to  develop  even 
more. 

"We  must  hold  our  good  position  of  ad- 
mission," he  said.  "We  must  keep  ourselves 
open  to  all  students  on  the  basis  of  ac- 
ademic merit."  He  added  that  it  was  im- 
portant to  maintain  a  generous  financial 
aid  program  so  that  prospective  students 
would  not  have  to  worry  about  costs,  but 
that  this  would  be  hard  to  do  because  of 
recent  federal  restriction  in  student  aid. 

"It  is  also  important  that  we  make  sure 
that  people  take  academic  life  seriously," 
he  continued.  DeRocco  expressed  concern 


that  many  students  were  not  going  on  to 
graduate  school  and  returning  to  academic 
life  as  teachers  thus  creating  a  shortage  in 
well-qualified  college  faculty. 

One  problem  that  DeRocco  emphasized 
was  that  the  current  student  culture  seemed 
to  be  one  in  which  "pleasure  takes  prec- 
edence." He  implied  this  was  dangerous 
because  it  withdrew  attention  from  impor- 
tant aspects  of  life  such  as  education,  and 
placed  it  on  various  forms  of  self- 
gratification  that  did  not  lead  to  the  bet- 
terment of  the  individual  and  the  com- 
munity. 

DeRocco  was  even  more  alarmed  at  the 
fact  that  much  emphasis  is  directed  towards 
"artificial  pleasure"  such  as  alcohol.  He 
deemed  dependence  on  such  pleasure  as 
"self-destructive." 

In  commenting  on  the  new  alcohol 
"policy,"  DeRocco  said  it  was  "reasonable. 
There  are  lots  of  ways  to  be  together  with 
people  and  not  have  to  rely  on  alcohol. 
Nothing  says  that  you  can't  find  ways  of 
socializing  without  beer."  He  also  added 
that  excess  of  alcohol  can  be  "self  destruc- 
tive" in  that  "they  prove  embarrassing  to 
the  person  and  to  the  campus  as  a  whole. 
What  we  do  here  influnces  how  Denison  is 
perceived  by  others." 

DeRocco  concluded  expressing  his  desire 
to  maintain  a  "Balanced  environment"  at 
Denison.  Through  a  working  relationship 
between  all  groups  associated  with  Denson, 
a  balance  between  academic  and  social  life 
in  which  the  individual  learns  to  become  a 
better  person  must  be  maintained.  DeR- 
occo described  this  balance  as  one  between 
"curricular,  co-curricular,  and  extra- 
curricular life." 

He  advised  students  to  be  optimistic  in 
life  and  to  learn  to  accept  failure  for  what  it 
is  and  keep  working  for  success.  "Nothing 
is  given  to  you  in  the  real  world,"  DeRocco 
said.  "The  real  world  is  centered  around 
earning  what  you  want.  To  do  that  you 
must  work  for  it.  You  must  try  to  reconcile 
success  and  failure  and  to  stick  with  it." 

While  DeRocco's  four  years  as  Denison's 
President  have  helped  to  bring  many 
changes,  he  stressed  the  importance  of  con- 
tinuing the  course  of  a  strong  academic 
environment.  "How  we  fuction  in  the  next 
4  to  5  years,"  he  said,  "will  set  the  stage  of 
how  Denison  will  be  at  the  turn  of  the 
century."

We  on  the  Board  want  to 
express  our  gratitude  for  the  distinguished  leadership 
Andrew  has  provided  to  Denison  and  applaud  warm- 
ly the  many  accomplishments  of  his  Administration. 
We  collectively  and  individually  convey  to  him  our 
high  esteem  and  very  best  wishes  for  the  years  ahead. 

We  now  must  go  forward  in  managing  the  transition 
in  an  orderly  manner  to  ensure  the  continued  welfare 
of  the  College.  To  that  end,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
today  has  approved  the  appointment  of  one  of  its 
members,  William  T.  McConnell  '55,  as  Chair  of  the 
Presidential  Search  Committee.

I  know  that  Denison  will  continue  to  prosper  under 
the  leadership  Andrew  DeRocco  will  provide  for  re- 
mainder of  this  academic  year.  I  am  equally  assured 
that  our  search  will  result  in  the  selection  of  an  able 
successor  who  will  lead  us  over  the  years  ahead  with 
imagination,  intelligence  and  vision.

EVALUTION  OF  FRESHMAN  YEAR  IS  NECESSARY 

Three  years  ago  I  left  the  secure  world  of  my  family  and  long-time  friends  and  came  to  Denison  not  knowing  what  to  expec 
Throughout  high  school,  I  lived  with  the  comfortable  idea  of  my  parents  providing  for  almost  all  my  needs,  of  my  academic  lif 
being  relatively  light  and  extremely  flexible,  and  my  social  life  grounded  in  friendships  that  I'd  had  for  years.  However,  i 
entering  Denison,  I  encountered  a  radical  transition  in  that  I  could  no  longer  fully  rely  on  my  parents.  I  found  that  my  frienc 
were  no  longer  around,  and  I  was  faced  with  the  question  of  how  to  adapt  to  and  succeed  in  an  academic  environment  in  whic 
I  had  no  experience. 

The  beginning  of  the  freshmen  year  is  a  very  lonely  and  confusing  time  for  everyone.  Most  would  agree  that  it  is  importarJ 
for  freshmen  to  become  aware  early  of  what  to  expect  at  Denison  and  what  is  expected  of  them  as  well.  In  a  recent  intervie^l! 
with  The  Denisonian,  President  Andrew  G.  DeRocco  noted  the  "current  engagement  of  the  faculty  to  study  the  nature  of  th 
freshman  year."  He  expressed  the  importance  of  us  at  Denison  —  administration,  students,  and  especially  faculty  —  to  tak 
the  initiative  in  helping  the  freshman  assimilate  into  university  life. 

It  is  important  to  remember  that  all  aspects  of  Denison  life  are  directed  with  the  purpose  of  enhancing  the  intellectual  growt 
of  the  person  as  a  whole.  Hence,  a  large  portion  of  the  duty  to  work  with  freshmen  lies  on  the  shoulders  of  the  faculty.  Incomin 
students  should  be  made  to  realize  from  the  start  that  academic  study  is  an  important  priority  at  Denison,  and  that  much  i 
expected  of  them  in  the  classroom. 

Faculty  advising  is  crucial.  Students  need  to  be  aware  of  what  is  required  of  them  in  the  area  of  General  Education  (I  was  nc 
aware  of  the  GE  requirements  until  the  2nd  semester  of  my  freshman  year,)  and  in  the  area  of  their  major  (or  desired  field  c 
interest).  Faculty  advisors  also  should  instruct  freshmen  as  to  what  level  of  a  course  he  or  she  should  enter  into,  and  the  amoun 
of  work  required  as  well  as  the  intensity  and  difficult  of  the  material  studied.  Most  importantly,  the  advisor  should  make  i 
clear  to  the  student  that  while  he  or  she  will  receive  no  special  treatment  or  "coddleing,"  the  advisor  is  most  wiling  to  help  th 
student  solve  any  academic  problems. 

Aside  from  the  student's  individual  advisor,  each  faculty  professor  must  make  the  freshman  student  aware  of  what  i 
expected  of  them  in  class.  This  is  adequately  done  through  the  course  syllabi  and  through  the  teacher's  description  of  th 
course.  However,  it  is  equally  important  to  inform  freshman  as  to  what  is  expected  on  papers,  exams,  and  the  amount  of  effoi 
and  time  put  into  the  class.  The  teacher  should  also  make  it  known  that  he  or  she  is  willing  to  help  the  student  if  there  are  an 
problems  with  the  class.  Again,  this  is  not  to  say  that  freshmen  deserve  special  treatment,  but  that  it  should  be  empasized  t 
them  that  help  and  advice  is  available. 

Academic  programs  such  as  Freshman  Studies  are  excellent  in  intention  in  that  they  create  special  classes  in  which  freshmai 
can  become  aquainted  with  the  "college  way  of  learning"  and  acasemic  discipline.  However,  in  these  classes,  teachers  shoul< 
emphasize  the  need  for  a  high  priority  on  academics  at  Denison.  Instead  of  just  concentrating  on  one  area  of  study,  th 
Feshman  Studies  program  should  also  instill  in  freshman  the  value  of  devotion  to  hard  work  and  learning  that  is  necessary  fo 
success  at  Denison  and  in  society. 

As  far  as  the  administration  and  various  campus  offices  are  concerned,  the  best  thing  they  can  do  to  acquaint  freshmen  wit] 
Denison  life  is  through  effective  orientation  programs.  This  involves  making  the  student  aware  of  what  is  ahead  for  them  as  fa 
as  academic,  residential,  and  social  life  is  concerned.  Introducing  freshmen  to  mock  exams,  living  in  dorms,  and  student  life  i 
essential  as  well  as  a  creative  and  enthusiastic  staff  willing  to  aquaint  freshmen  with  Denison. 

Finally,  upperclassmen  can  do  their  part  in  making  freshmen  feel  welcoming  simply  by  talking  to  them  and  going  out  of  thei 
way  to  help  them.  They  can  draw  on  their  past  experience  as  freshmen  in  helping  new  students  solve  their  problems  in  findinj 
their  nitch  in  Denison  life.  They  can  also  help  direct  freshmen  in  making  decisions  and  becoming  involved  in  the  Universit; 
community.  It  is  important  that  freshmen  make  themselves  aware  of  the  various  activities  and  services  that  Denison  has  t< 
offer. 

Denison  is  working  hard  to  accomodate  the  needs  and  concerns  of  freshmen  students,  and  it  is  good  that  it  constant!; 
reminds  itself  of  the  possibilities  of  improvement.  Freshmen  should  not  be  abandoned  to  a  lonely  life  of  trial  and  error  h 
searching  for  the  way  to  succeed  at  Denison.  It  is  important  to  acquaint  them  with  what  to  expect  academically,  and  to  worl 
with  them  to  help  them  fulfill  their  intellectual,  spiritual,  and  social  goals.

See  how  high  I  can  jump!"  and  "Look  at  me,  Mom,  watch  me 
catch  the  ball!  Look  at  me,  Dad,  see  how  fast  I  can  run!"  Those  are 
the  little  ones  I  like  to  pull  down,  Because  I  hate  people.  Especially 
children. 

I  like  to  watch  little  children  trip  and  fall,  just  at  that  look-at-me 
stage  when  they're  so  proud  of  their  first  steps,  fall  and  rise  slowly, 
every  day  a  little  more  slowly,  until  finally  they  have  to  hang  on  to  a 
chair  to  pull  themselves  to  a  standing  position.  It  makes  me  laugh 
when  they  can't  stand  up  without  having  to  first  bend  down  and 
clutch  their  ankles,  and  then  force  their  hands  up  their  legs,  their 
knees,  their  thighs  until  they  are  shakily,  momentarily  erect.  And  the 
more  they  struggle  with  what  ought  to  be  the  most  natural  functions 
the  better  I  like  it.  Because  I  hate  people.  Especially  children. 

It  makes  me  laugh  to  watch  a  six-year-old  lose  all  the  muscles  in 
his  legs,  in  his  arms,  his  shoulders  and  his  hands.  His  fingers  lose  all 
power  to  move.  One  by  one  his  muscles  waste  away  until  he  cannot 
hold  a  ball  or  a  book  or  move  apiece  on  a  checkerboard  or  feed 
himself,  and  then  finally  carried  in  a  tomb  of  dead  flesh  unlivened 
by  muscle,  carried  from  bed  to  wheel  chair  to  bathroom  —  a  child 
robbed  of  childhood,  of  adolescence,  and  soon  of  life  itself. 

For  the  haters  of  people,  and  especially  of  little  children,  this  is 
even  better  than  polio  because,  once  polio  strikes,  the  condition  of 
the  victim  on  an  invalid's  plateau.  But  this  muscle  business  gets 
worse  and  worse  and  worse  every  day,  every  week,  as  the  muscles 
waste  away.  The  back  curves,  the  feet  turn  in  and  curl  up  —  a  body 
without  muscles  is  like  a  balloon  without  air  —  and  finally  there 
isn't  a  single  normal  function  my  victims  can  perform.  They  can't 
stand,  can't  walk,  can't  sit,  can't  speak,  can't  write,  can't  swallow, 
can't  digest,  can't  even  sneeze  or  roll  over  in  bed  —  for  the  simplest 
things,  even  a  smile,  call  on  some  muscle. 

I  laugh  when  they  can't  turn  over  in  bed,  knowing  that  the  minds 


inside  their  helpless  heads  are  normal  and  keen  and 
longing  to  break  out  into  the  freedom  of  the  healthy 
—  muscled  world.  And,  finally,  when  they  haven't  a 
single  muscle  left,  not  even  strength  for  the  little  act 
of  independence  of  sipping  liquid  through  a  straw, 
when  the  inevitable  downhill  slide  into  helplessness 
leaves  them  without  even  the  final  muscle  for  the 
final  breath  —  for  breathing  calls  on  muscles,  too  — 
then  I  say,  "Good,  I've  done  my  work  well,  I've 
trapped  these  children  in  the  most  mysterious  and 
hopeless  disease  known  to  man." 

Or  should  I  say  unknown  to  man?  Let  man  hurl 
himself  into  the  galaxies  and  take  snapshots  of  the 
moon  but,  down  here  on  this  earth  where  I  prowl,  he 
is  still  unable  to  find  a  cure  for  this  scourage  of  little 
children.  For  I  am  MUSCULAR  DYSTROPHY,  the 
hater  of  people,  especially  children,  and  I  dare  you 
to  stop  me.  It  will  take  more  money,  more  time, 
more  science  and  more  love  than  you  have  yet  been 
willing  to  give.

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Faculty  kill 
J-Term

In  a  special  faculty  meeting  on 
Monday,  November  9,  the  faculty 
voted,  by  a  margin  of  57  to  24  in 
favor  of  the  University  Senate 
Proposal  of  October  26 
concerning  the  installation  of  a 
new  May  Term  Program. 

According  to  the  Senate 
Proposal,  the  new  program,  which 
will  be  available  to  students 
during  the  1988-89  academic  year, 
will  offer  the  following  options: 
1)  participate  in  career-testing 
internships  offered  through  the 
Career  Development  Center 
without  credit,  2)  participate  in 
non-credit,  faculty  sponsored 
travel  seminars. 

These  options  may  be  exercised 
by  students  beginning  the 
Monday  following 
Commencement,  and  students  must 
complete  the  internship  or 
seminar  for  a  minimum  of  twenty 
days  or  four  working  weeks. 

Dr.  Michael  Mickelson, 
chairman  of  Academic  Affairs 
Council,  motioned  to  vote  on  the 
Amended  Academic  Affairs 
Proposal,  which  was  passed  by 
University  Senate  on  October  26, 
for  a  number  of  reasons.  The 
reasons  cited  were  that  the  current 
J-Term  option  does  not  establish 
a  calendar  that  is  appropriate  for 
the  school,  the  negative  effect  on 
recruiting  of  new  students,  and  the 
continued  dissatisfaction  of  the 
students  and  faculty. 


Several  other  faculty  members 
spoke  out  in  favor  of  the  new 
proposal.  Dr.  Don  Schilling, 
former  Academic  Affairs  chairman, 
the  stated  that  there  is  a  need  for 
change  because  of  the  obvious 
lack  of  rigor  and  attention 
concerning  the  on-campus  January 
Term  options  offered  at  this  time. 
Schilling  added  that  the  quality  of 
student  life  is  not  what  it  should 
be  during  January. 

In  the  past,  however,  there 
appeared  to  be  a  lack  of 
commitment  by  both  the  students 
and  the  faculty  to  change  the 
current  programs. 

Dr.  Emmett  Buell,  Political 
Science  Professor,  added  several 
points  in  support  of  the  new 
proposal.  First,  to  have  the 
program  take  place  in  May  would 
give  students  who  weren't  doing  a 
May  Term  (and  maybe  those  who 
were)  a  more  concentrated  block 
of  time  for  summer  employment. 

Buell  also  noted  that  doing  an 
internship  in  May  could  give 
students  a  competitive  edge  for 
summer  jobs.  According  to  Buell, 
May  is  overall  a  better  month  to 
work  in  business  or  to  do 
internships,  such  as  working  in 
Congress. 

Despite  the  overwhelming 
majority  who  voted  in  favor  of 
the  new  proposal  for  the  May 
Term  Program,  there  were  several 
faculty  members  who  argued  that 
there  were  major  disadvantages  to

the  proposal. 

Dr.  Barbara  Hill,  Provost, 
spoke  for  Director  of  Admissions 
Dick  Boydeo,  who  was  out  of 
town.  She  interviewed  him  earlier 
about  the  issue  and  he  called  the 
new  proposal  a  "commitment  to 
non-commitment."  He  also  saw 
several  other  drawbacks. 

First,  Boyden  said  that  the 
parents  of  prospective  students 
will  not  accept  a  six  week 
vacation  when  they  are  paying 
Denison's  tuition.  Second,  he 
believes  that  students  do  not  have 
a  genuine  interest  in  a  six-week 
vacation  and  this  may  detract  from 
some  of  the  interest  in  the 
school. 

Boyden  said  that  the  timing  is 
the  problem  with  the  Academic 
Affaris  Proposal,  not  the 
substance,  and  he  supports  the 
proposal  despite  these  drawbacks. 

It  was  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  faculty  in  the  meeting  that 
the  new  program  may  interfere 
with  spring  sports,  but  this  was 
clarified.  The  internships  or 
travel  would  not  begin  until  some 
time  in  the  middle  of  May,  which 
means  that  the  only  students 
involved  would  be  those 
competing  in  National 

Competion.  This  number  affected 


is  estimated  to  be  approximately 
forty  seven  students. 

There  was  one  student  present 
at  the  faculty  meeting,  Cassandra 
Cooper,  a  member  of  the 
University  Senate.  Cooper 
pointed  out  that  the  Senate  had 
been  in  favor  of  the  Malcuit 
Proposal. 

The  proposal  submitted  by  Dr. 
Robert  Malcuit  entails  a  three 
week  required  freshman  seminar 
during  the  month  of  January. 
After  the  freshman  year,  there 
would  be  no  further  obligatory 
courses  in  January 

Cooper  commented  that  this 
would  be  excellent  for  the 
freshman,  who  are  not  really  sure 
about  doing  internships  yet,  and 
it  would  help  to  bring  the  class 
together  as  a  whole.  If  students 
wanted  to  do  internships  or  travel 
during  January  during  their 
upperclassmen  years  they  could 
choose  to  do  so  or  pursue  other 
plans., 

Cooper  said  she  believes  that 
most  students  would  prefer  the 
January  Term  as  opposed  to  the 
May  Term  because  a  four  month 
summer  is  too  long.  She  added 
that  we  are  dealing  with  the 
educational  opportunites  for  the 
students  of  Denison  and  hoped 
that,  above  all,  we  should  not 
lose  sight  of  this. 


Reorganize  student  priorities

A  dark  shadow  has  cast  itself  over  Denison  that  has  caused  the  student  body  to  rise  in  anger.  Is  it 
the  threat  of  Judge  Robert  Bork  as  a  Supreme  Court  Justice  that  has  stirred  students  to  complain  about 
how  their  personal  rights  have  been  restricted?  Is  it  the  possibility  of  a  world  nuclear  war,  or  even 
conventional  war  with  the  Nicaraguan  Sandinistas,  that  have  enraged  the  campus  so  that  there  is  talk  of 
a  mass  student-body  protest?  Unbelievably  it  is  none  of  these  important  world  issues  that  has  caused 
almost  the  entire  student  body  to  express  outrage.  Rather  it  is  the  simple  issue  of  not  being  allowed  to 
have  an  open  can  of  beer  or  a  mixed  drink  outside  of  one's  room  that  has  made  some  students  compare 
life  at  Denison  to  a  "prison"  or  a  "totalitarian  regime." 

With  the  raising  of  the  Ohio  drinking  age  to  21,  and  with  the  state  law  prohibiting  open  containers 
of  alcohol  in  public  places,  most  students  are  finding  it  harder  to  get  alcohol  and  to  have  it  at  social 
events  at  Denison.  Thus,  a  social  life  at  Denison  which  relies  on  the  presence  of  alcoholic  beverages, 
as  it  has  for  many  years,  is  no  longer  a  possibility.  This  has  many  students  upset  because  they  feel 
that  with  the  absence  of  alcohol  almost  all  social  life  at  Denison  is  over. 

This  strong  opposition  is  unfortunate,  however,  because  it  sadly  reflects  student  priorities  and  needs 
as  being  dependant  upon  alcohol.  Whether  or  not  there  should  be  kegs  at  campus  social  events  or  if  we 
can  drink  beer  on  the  hill  while  watching  a  football  game  appears  to  be  more  important  to  us  as 
opposed  to  a  variety  of  other  issues  and  questions  which  we  face.  We  feel  cheated  because  we  cannot 
sit  in  front  of  our  dorm  and  have  a  beer,  and  we  believe  ourselves  cast  into  weekend  monotony  because 
we  feel  there  cannot  be  a  fun,  successful  social  event  if  we  cannot  drink  at  it.  It  is  evident  that  the 
availiability  of  alcohol  is  an  important  priority  for  us  at  Denison. 

Now  let's  be  realistic  about  this  and  ask  ourselves,  does  it  really  matter  if  we  cannot  drink  anywhere 
except  in  our  room?  Is  my  social  life  doomed  because  there  is  no  longer  alcohol  at  school-sponsored 
events?  Unfortunately,  the  attitude  at  Denison  has  come  to  the  point  that  we  feel  incapable  of  having  a 
good  time  unless  we  are  drinking,  and  we  fail  to  realize  that  there  is  more  to  life  than  alcohol.  For  us 
to  rely  on  the  effects  of  alcohol  in  shaping  our  lives  is  to  express  our  unbelief  in  ourselves  and  our 
personalities  to  be  able  to  function  socially  without  the  crutch  of  being  drunk.  It  is  sad  that  being  able 
to  have  alcohol  has  become  so  important  to  us  that  we  feel  we  cannot  have  fun  without  it. 

Even  more  important,  it  is  unfortunate  that  our  desire  for  alcohol  has  become  our  central  priority, 
and  all  other  concerns  such  as  education  have  taken  a  back  seat.  The  lack  of  alcohol  on  campus  is  not 
the  most  important  issue  facing  us  today,  although  our  vehement  dissent  to  the  new  rules  would  seem 
to  say  that  we  feel  it  is.  We  are  always  ready  to  defend  what  we  feel  is  our  "right  to  drink,"  but  it  is 
hard  to  find  such  strong  feelings  about  the  nuclear  arms  race,  the  ideology  and  qualifications  of  Judge 
Robert  Bork,  or  the  University's  position  on  divestment. 

Such  issues  threaten  to  bring  serious  changes  to  our  lives,  and  in  showing  a  lackadaisical  interest  in 
them  is  dangerous  because  we  are  doing  nothing  to  help  shape  our  lives  the  way  we  feel  they  should 
be.  If  alcohol  is  more  important  to  us  than  the  preservation  of  our  human  rights,  even  more 
importantly,  the  preservation  of  our  lives,  then  our  future  society  is  doomed.  To  feel  that  our  primary 
purpose  at  Denison  is  to  subjugate  ourselves  to  a  drunken  routine,  rather  than  better  ourselves  and  our 
society  through  intellectual  growth  is  dangerous. 

However,  the  questioning  and  vocal  opposition  to  the  new  alcohol  laws  should  not  cease.  It  is  an 
important  right,  even  duty,  to  be  aware  of  what  our  government  is  doing  to  us  and  to  question  its  acts 
and  express  dissent  if  we  feel  it  necessary.  However,  we  should  also  organize  our  priorities  in  such  a 
way  that  important  issues  concern  us  most.  Whether  we  can  buy  alcohol  and  drink  it  where  we  want  is 
not  that  big  a  deal.  There  is  nothing  wrong  with  drinking  as  long  as  it  is  done  responsibly,  and  one 
realizes  that  it  is  not  an  important  part  of  life  upon  which  one  should  depend.  If  we  desire  to  live  in  a 
society  in  which  our  spiritual  and  intellectual  well-being  is  at  its  strongest,  then  we  must  no  longer 
bow  to  alcohol  as  our  sole  idol.

ABC  addresses  alcohol 

Established  to  address  the  new  alcohol  law,  the  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Committee  aims  to  make  this  policy  more  reasonable, 
consistent  and  enforceable.  The  Committee  consists  of  three  faculty 
members  chosen  by  the  administration  and  three  students,  Sheryl 
McDonald,  James  Downey  and  Louis  Christopher  selected  by  the 
President  of  DCGA.  Also  on  the  Committee  are  a  Trustee,  the 
Director  of  the  Alumnni  Office,  and  a  Denison  alumnus. 

The  Committee  plans  to  meet  for  the  first  time  tommorrow.  They 
will  submit  a  report  to  President  DeRocco  who  will  present  it  to  the 
Trustees  at  their  January  meeting.  Keith  Boone,  the  chairman  of  the 
Beverage  Committee  said,  "I  have  no  predispositions  going  into 
this  group,  but  if  one  of  the  issues  that  were  dealing  with  is  the 
definition  of  public  and  private  space,  that  is  up  to  the  University 
to  decide." 

There  is  room  for  change  in  the  alcohol  policy.  The  Committee 
wants  to  find  a  position  on  the  issue  which  will  be  agreeable  to  the 
students  and  administration  in  conjunction  with  the  unavoidable 
factors.  "But,"  said  Boone,  "I  hope  students  realize  the  pressure  on 
this  Committe  due  to  all  the  changes  in  liability  and  law..  There  are 
many  more  stresses  on  institutions  for  responsibility  within  their 
structures." 

Boone  related  a  story  in  which  an  injured  student  sued  the 
University  of  Denver  and  won  a  seven  million  dollar  settlement 
"That's  the  kind  of  thing  that  makes  [the  Committee]  nervous," 
Boone  said,  '"in  loco  parentes'  (in  the  place  of  parents)  is  an  idea 
that  Denison  cast  by  the  wayward.  However,  cases  like  this  suggest 
the  courts  could  change  our  thinking." 
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Divestment  program 
proceeding  smoothly 


GRANVILLE  -  In  accordance 
with  the  decision  of  Denison's 
Board  of  Trustees  last  Fall  to 
divest  Denison  .holdings  in 
companies  which  do  business  in 
South  Africa,  a  statement  issued 
on  Tuesday,  March  1,  by  J.  Leslie 
Hicks,  Jr.,  Vice  President  for 
Finance  and  Management,  reports 
that  divestment  is  proceeding 
smoothly. 

The  resolution  of  the  Board  sets 
a  deadline  for  divestment  to  be 
accomplished  within  one  year  of 
October  16,  1987  --  the  date  on 
which  the  resolution  was 
originally  adopted. 

Nevertheless,  the  divestment 
process  is  still  not  complete. 
According  to  Hicks'  statement,- 
"sales  of  some  of  the  stock  in 
some  of  the  companies  have  been 
accomplished;  however,  Denison 
continues  to  hold  stock  in  other 
companies  operating  in  South 
Africa  and  in  particular  where 
some  mergers  are  underway." 

An  example  of  one  of  these 
issues  is  Kodak,  which  may  soon 
be  merged  with  Sterling 
Company,  a  firm  that  has 
operations  in  South  Africa. 
Kodak  has  represented  a  small  part 
of     Denison's     portfolio  which, 


pending  this  merger,  will  have  to 
be  sold. 

Hicks  described  this  particular 
situation  as  a  "wait  and  see" 
decision.  He  also  mentioned  that 
we  may  still  hold  some  stock  in 
Ford,  which  should  soon  be  sold 
off. 

The  program  of  divestment  is 
being  carried  out  gradually,  giving 
financial  planners  time  to  evaluate 
the  best  places  in  which  to  invest 
the  funds  accruing  from  the  sale  of 
targeted  stocks.  Hicks  pointed 
out  that,  given  the  relatively 
small  number  of  issues  in  these 
stocks  held  by  Denison,  the 
divestment  schedule  has  allowed 
for  a  rather  easy  and  prudent 
shifting  of  the  portfolio. 

The  statement  contains  the 
assurance  that  "the  equity 
investment  manager  is  very  much 
aware  of  his  responsibilities  with 
regard  to  the  resolution  to  divest."

The  philosopher  Heidegger  said:  "Things  that  really  matter. ..even  when  they  come  very  late,  come  at 
the  right  tune." 

I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  unanimous  vote  to  divest  completely.  Although,  in  the  judgement  of  many 
of  us,  your  action  came  late,  it  reflects,  nonetheless,  your  openness  to  opposing  ideas,  your  respect  for 
educational  dialectic,  your  willingness  to  reconsider  your  earlier  predispositions,  and  your  concern  for  the 
moral  fabric  ahd  well-being  of  Denison  University.  Above  all,  your  vote  is  a  statement-direct  or  indirect: 
you  have  heard  the  voice  of  the  oppressed  people  of  South  Africa  and  have  determined  that  your  "fiduciary 
responsibility"  to  this  university  precludes  any  complicity  with  their  oppression. 

We  at  Denison  now  feel  less  morally  compromised  and  stand  more  erect  because  of  your  action.  Yet  this 
is  not  cause  for  complacency.  Denison's  divestment  vote  does  not  eliminate  Soth  Africa's  vicious, 
dehumanizing,  system  of  apartheid.  We  must  now,  in  unison,  join  in  the  larger  moral,  political  and 
economic  struggle  to  liberate  24  million  South  African  blacks  from  the  stark  irrationality  of  white 
minority  supremacy.  And  we  must  remain  restlessly  uncomfortable  with  oppression  wherever  we  find  it 
Let  us  work  together  in  our  common  human  cause.  Thank  you,  my  sisters  and  brothers.

An  open  letter  to  the  Expanded 

Priorities  Council: 

We  understand  that  educating 
students  about  human  interaction 
with  the  environment  was  not 
identified  as  a  priority  in  the 
EPC's  presentation  to  die  faculty 
on  16  November  1987.  We 
realize  that  numerous  special 
interest  groups  have  probably 
lobbied  the  EPC  on  their 
respective  agendas.  However, 
fostering  students'  understanding 
of  natural  systems  and  the  human 
impact  upon  them  goes  beyond  a 
"special  interest"  as 

environmental  education  is  in  the 
best  interest  of  all  students  and  is 
germane  to  the  mission  of  the 
college. 

Denis  on  aspires  to  educate 
global  leaders.  Given  the 
changing  world  of  environmental 
legislation  (e.g.  mandatory 
separation  of  trash  for  recycling 
in  New  Jersey  and  the  Federal 
Clean  Water  Act),  and  increased 
pollution  pressures  (e.g.  the 
incidence  of  skin  cancer  is  rising 
exponentially  as  the  ozone  layer 
is  being  depleted),  it  is  important 
for  societal  and  world  leaders  to 
be  environmentally  educated. 
Additionally,  many  world  leaders 
are  realizing  sound  economic 
policy  can  only  be  based  upon 
sound  environmental  policy; 
continuous  long  term  profits  can 
only  be  derived  from  the 
sustainable  and  non-destructive 
use  of  natural  resources. 

Denison's  history  of 

environmental  education  has  been 
unfocused  and  non-integrated,  in 
spite  of  strong  student  and  faculty 
interest  in  the  area  (and  the  fact 
that  Environmental  Studies 
provides  opportunities  for 

interdisciplinary  work  both  within 
the  science  division  and  across 
divisions  of  the  college). 
Denison  has  an  underutilized 
biological  reserve  and  an 
environmental  studies 
concentration  unknown  to  most 
students.      However,  the  number 


and  popularity  of  student  groups 
related  to  environmental  affiaxs  it 
suprising.  These  groups  include 
the  Homestead,  Denison 
Recycling  Group,  Outing  Club, 
"Save  the  Earth"  Experimental 
College  Class,  and  the 
Environmental  Economists. 
Clearly  there  is  strong  student  and 
faculty  interest  and  participation 
in  environmental  affairs,  bat  it 
lias  not  been  integrated  into  the 
academic  and  intellectual  life  of 
the  college.  It  is  time  to 
establish  environmental  literacy 
as  a  priority  of  the  college. 

We  can  begin  to  achieve 
environmental  literacy  by 
establishing  a  half-time  faculty 
position  of  Environmental  Studies 
Coordinator.  The  cooridnator 
would  revise  and  expand  the 
current  environmental  studies 
program  cirricuhnn,  teach  an 
introductory-level 

interdisciplinary  course  on 
environmental  studies,  and  bring 
proper  attention  to  the  academic 
issues  relevant  to  environmental 
affairs  by  working  with  Denison 
and  the  Anderson  Lecture  Series.

DU  students  initiate 
Clean  Campus  Act

When  was  Ihc  last  lime  you 
woke  up  on  a  Saturday  or  Sunday 
morning  to  a  clean  campus?  How 
many  people  now  wear  shoes  in 
fear  of  stepping  on  broken  glass? 
And  when  was  the  last  lime  you 
saw  the  maintenance  crew  doing 
something  other  than  picking  up 
trash?  After  all,  they  were  hired  to 
landscape  the  campus. 

With  these  questions  and  other 
concerns  in  mind,  a  group  of 
students  in  Dr.  Daniel 
Underwood's  Environmental 
Economics  class  decided  lo  take 
action.  "What's  unique  about  this 
class,"  said  Underwood,  "is  once 
they  became  aware  that  they  were 
the  problem,  they  decided  to  do 
something  about  it." 

For  the  class,  "doing 
something  about  it"  meant  writing 
and     promoting  the  Clean 

Campus  Act  of  1987  (CCA  "87). 
The  main  goal  of  the  Act  is  to 
promote  a  clean  campus  and  reduce 
solid  waste  through  recycling  and 
conservation  of  resources.  Litter 
monitcrs  will  enforce  the  Act  by 
issuing  fines  to  violators. 

"There  seems  lo  be  some 
confusion  about  the  fining 
system,"  said  Richard  Kobe,  a 
member  of  the  Environmental 
Economics  class  which  started 
CCA  '87.  "Our  goal  is  lo  have 
everyone  lake  pride  in  the 
campus,"  he  added,  "therefore,  the 
need  for  fines  would  be 
eliminated."  Litter  monitors  will 
give  littcrers  a  chance  to  pick  up 
and  throw  away  their  Irash, 
avoiding  the  fine. 


not  trying  io  make 
money  [through  CCA  "871,"  said 
Kobe,  "in  fact,  wc  hope  there  arc 
no  fines  at  all."  The  Denison 
community  has  shown  great 
support  for  CCA  '87.  Two  weeks 
after  Ihc  class  made  their  CCA  '87 
petition  public,  40%  of  the 
studcnl  body  and  numerous  faculty 
members  signed  it 

"I  think  it's  a  great  idea,"  said 
Ihc  Director  of  the  Physical  Plant, 
Bill  Sharp.  "Although  Ihc  new 
open-container  law  has  done  away 
with  some  of  the  problem,  my 
crew  still  spends  over  15  hours  a 
week  collecting  trash  from  the 
campus  grounds." 


If  CCA  '87  passes  the  tests  of 
Student  and  University  Senates 
and  becomes  an  official  campus 
act,  its  success  will  depend  upon 
the  entire  Community. 

Bryan  Fitzgerald,  another 
member  of  the  Environmental 
Economics  class,  said,  "Wc  have 
tried  to  increase  the  awareness  [of 
CCA  '87],  and  drum  up  support 
through  activities  such  as  the 
petition  drive,  WDUB's  talk  show, 
Spectrum  and  our  information 
booth  at  the  Activities  Fair  in 
Slaytcr.  The  class  has  given  great 
effort  to  improving  the  campus 
image.  "Now,"  said  Fitzgerald, 
"it's  up  to  you!"

To  smoke  or  not  to  smoke 

In  the  first  meeting  of  the  Student  Senate  next  semester,  there  will  be  an  open  forum  on 
the  Smoking  Guidelines  issue.  The  guidelines  are  being  composed  by  thfc  Wellness 
Committee,  a  subcommittee  of  Campus  Affairs  Committee,  in  reaction  to  students  who 
do  not  abide  by  the^no  smoking"  signs  in  public  places  such  as  dining  halls. 

Essentially,  the  guidelines  say  that  smoking  shall  be  prohibited  in  all  public  areas  of 
university  buildings  and  facilities,  including  classrooms,  labs,  lobbies,  libraries,  open 
office  areas,  hallways,  restrooms  and  other  common  interior  spaces  with  a  few 
exceptions.  In  addition,  cigarette  vending  machines  will  be  prohibited  on  campus 

Many  non  smokers  will  be  eager  to  support  the  bill.  However  they  should  realize  the 
implications  of  the  bill  to  their  own  rights.  Could  they  someday  soon  be  regulated  in  and 
fined  for  one  of  their  habits? 

Smokers,  on  the  other  hand,  will  most  likely  be  opposed  to  such  sanctions.  Though 
the  number  has  declined  significantly  from  ten  years  ago  due  to  a  public  interest  in  better 
health,  many  smokers  remain  on  the  Denison  campus.  Should  we  try  to  seclude  or 
ostracise  them  from  our  community  because  of  their  personal  choice? 

Both  sides  of  the  issue,  students,  faculty  as  well  as  staff  should  certainly  make  their 
opinions  clear  on  Tuesday,  February  9th  at  the  first  Senate  meeting  of  second  semester. 


Wellness  proposes 
smoking  regulations
